A second srowth of eyeballs after the 
removal of the first pair by the surgeon’s 
knife and a recovery of the sight is 
something seemingly impossible, yet this 
is what appears to have occurred in the 
case of Rev. J. F. Bahler, of Johnson 
county, Texas, who is in Atlanta for 
pevera] weeks. 

This marvelous man, who has been 
blind for forty years, but who believes 
that his sight is coming back to him, 
was seen by a representative of The Con- 
stitution at his boarding house, 461-2 
Wall street, last night. 

The story which he tells of the removal 
of his eyebalis from their sockets seems 
gcarcely to be credited when one looks 
into his face and sees there two other 
eyebalis which look almost like those of 
other persons, and it ig still more mar- 
velous when his story is told that he 
should be able to see anyone moving 
about the room. 

The story of the loss and the recovery 
of his sight in his own words is this: 

“Yes, sir, it is Just as true that my eye- 
bails were taken out of their sockets as 
you see my hand which I hold up before 


_ you,” he said as he held up his left hand. 


“When I was 21 years old (1 am now 
6l) I caught a severe cold which settled 
in my left eye. Intense suffering follow- 
ed for two long months. 


_ Had Both Eyes Takew Out. 


“At first my eyes were both closed, but 
_. efter about two months of suffering I 


Wes enabled to open them, when the 
painful knowledge came to me that I 
was blind. My father employed one 
oculist after another in the vain hope of 
restoring my sight. In the operations 
thus performed uzon my eyes I suffered 
much. At one time I had so far recover- 
ed sight as to be able to distinguish col- 
ors, but the oculist in attempting to re- 
move the film that had gathered over my 
eyes cut deeply into the pupil of the left 
eye and thus destroyed the sight. I suf- 
fered intense anguish, both menta! and 
physical, and finally told my physician, 
Dr. Treat, of Janesville, Wis., that I 
had rather have the eyebal] removed than 
to suffer as I had dcne for so long. This 
Was done. Seven years later Dr. Rider, 
wi New York city, removed the eyeball! 
from the right socket. 

“The mental anguish of a man who has 
Once enjoyed the blessed light of day 
and then has it shut out, seemingly for- 
ever, cannot be imagined by any other 
than a person who has thus suffered. 

“For a number of years I went about 
the world with empty, sockets, but aftér- 
wards I used glass eyes and wore them 
for-ten years, but, thanks to the great 
God, I do not have to wear them any 
longer. One of these glass eyes I still 
have in my possession, but the other got 
broken. 

Interested in Faith. 

“About twelve years ago I became in- 
terested in the subject of healing as 
taught in the word of God. Now, I am 
hot, never have been and never will be 
® believer in the faith doctors, divine 
healers and curers that go about claiming 
to be able to cure men of their diseases, 
for men cannot do these things, but I 
@m a believer in the power of the Al- 
mighty God to heal men of all their dis- 
eases. 

Well, the more I studied the question 


of this power of God to heal the more 
intimate I became with my Maker, and 


the more assiduously I studied the Bible. 


the more thoroughly I became convinced 
that God was all-powerful and could heal 
any man, no matter what disease he was 
afflicted with. I prayed and studied till 
finally a flood of great light came into 
my mind and I saw the truth as it ex- 
isted, 

“Being a cautious man, I submitted the 
conclusions at which I had arrived to 
men who were better Bible scholars than 
myself. I was perfectly willing for any 
One to criticise my belief and faith, but 
HO adverse judgment was passed upon 
My doctrine. I went to many places and 
Preached, and in my preaching experi- 
enced great power. I have seen persons 
from whom the breath of life had depart- 
€d restored instantaneously to neatlh and 
&appiness. 

“Now, a strange thing about my faith 
@nd myself was that I had never thought 
Of being healed of my own affliction, 
but had thought only of helping others 
to health and happiness. 


His First Discovery. 

“At Selmas, Cal., twelve years ago, 
While praying with two sisters of my 
Church who were exceedingly ill, I felt 
the same healing power which came 
to them come into my empty sockets. 
I could fee! the spirit just as you can 
fee] the prick of a pin. The next morn- 
Ing I told my wife that my eyes felt 
*xceedingly strange. She raised the eye- 

and said, ‘John, I see a little sub- 
Stance about the size of half a pea 
forming in the sockets.’ I shall never 
forget her exact words.

GROCERS FORM 
GIANT COMBINE 


Every Wholesaler in United 
States To Be Included in 
Trust. 


St. Louis, Mo., October 10.—The Inter- 
state Grocer, of St. Louis, will tomor- 
row say that a combine, to include every 
wholesaler of groceries in the United 
States, is in the course of formation. 
That paper gives the following outline 
of the plan: 

“It is proposed to take over the busi- 
ness of the enttre liné of wholesale gro- 
cers in the United States. One great 
corporation will be formed, which will 
buy outright the business and good will 
of al the firms. A central office for the 
accommodation of the officers of the 
company will be maintained, probably 
in New York. This central office of all 


‘the leading grocery products will do the. 


buying for all the houség in the corpora- 
tion. It is expected that this will enable 
the company to buy in such large quan- 
tities as to greatly reduce the first cost 
of the goods.”

Pendleton, under the assumed name of 
Codas Morris, married Miss Grace Obley, 
of Emporia, a few months ago, and 
later, under the name of John Cox, 
buried a coffin containing ice at Orlando, 
Okla., and circulated the report that 
Morris had been killed in a runaway. 
Pendleton has a family at Gentry. 


ALLEGED KIDNAPERS FREED. 


Governor Nash Shows Clemency to 
Mrs. Taylor and Daughter. 

Columbus, Ohio, October 10.—Governor 
Nash today pardoned Mrs. F. L. Taylor 
and daughter, the alleged Cincinnati 
kidnapers. In doing so he gave out the 
following statement: 

“This action is taken— 

‘}, Because I doubt whether the ap- 
plicant aided and abetted in the abduc- 
tion of the child, Margaret Taylor. 

‘2. Because the father and mother, in 
a letter dated June 9, 1902, after the 
restoration of the child, join in asking 
for the pardon.”’ 

Zhe governor also gave out a letter 
from Clara Taylor, dated Genoa, Italy, 
in which she affirms that her mother and 
sister were innocent. The letter of the 
child's parents asking the pardon also 
was made public.

Crisis Will Be Raced inthe 
Trouble at New Orleans 
Today, 

CARS WILL BE STARTED 
WITH FROOPS AS GUARDS 


Strikers Reject the 
and Governor Hea! 


New Orleans, La.,. October 10.—The 
crisis in the street car, strike will come 
tomorrow. Governor Heard and Mayor 
Capdevielle sought to effect a _ settle- 
ment today. The proposition was voted 
on by the union tonight and ft was re- 
jected by an overwhehming majority. 

Tonight Governor Heard issued a 
proclamation against wnlawful assem- 
blies on the streets and /warning the peo- 
ple to preserve order. 

A conference is now in progress look- 
ing to the disposition of the milftary 
forces in anticipation of an attempt to 
run cars tomorrow. 

The strike situation at 9 o’clock to- 
night showed no material change from 
the day before. A heavy rain this morn- 
ing put a damper on the crowds of 
strikers massed on Canal street in the 
vicinity of the barn, byt when it cleared 
up in the afternoon they resumed their 
old defiant attitude, wafting for the first 
adtempt to run out a+ passenger car. 
None were run except mail cars. 

Governor Meets Strikers. 

At 10:30 o’clock this morriing Governor 
Heard and Mayor: Capdevielle met 
twenty membe?S of the executive com- 
mittee of the car men and remained in 
conference with them for over an hour. 


The governor got a complete statement 


of their side.of the cadsStid then urged 
upon them the necessity: of settling the 
controversy amicably. He warnéd them 
to desist from violence and ‘said that if 
necessary every company of militia in 
the state would be brought here to pre- 
serve order. His talk impressed the 
committee. While no official statement 
was given out the governor ‘is under- 
stood to have presented to them an offer 
of the New Orleans Railways Company 
of ten hours and 20 cents. ‘The commit- 
tee retired to lay it before a meeting of 
the union, which was called for 8 o’clock 
tonight. 

A committee from the union then went 
around to all the barns calling the men 
into the meeting. 
where the great majority of them were 
assembled, they were informed of the 
nature of the proposition, and its an- 
nouncement was greeted with loud nega- 
tive shouts. 

Soldiers Are Ready. 

The local military commands are now 
ready to respond to a call for active 
service. About 90 per cent of the men 
have -been gathered in the armories and 


_In case they are needed tomorrow they 


will be ready at a moment’s notice. It 
is the general impression that a resort 
to arms cannot be avoided. 

During the night some of the strikers 
cut the wires on Canal, near Prieur 
Street, but they cut the wrong wires 
and did not interfere with the operation 
of the mail cars. Dave Munsiech, who 
is charged in the federal court with 
Clark with having cut the wires in Audu- 
bon park on October 1, surrendered to- 
day and was released on a bond of 
$1,000. The trial of the sixteen strikers 
for interfering with the mails was con- 
tinued until Monday. 

The nonunion men who are housed in 
the Canal street barn are getting scared 
and several] of them are anxious to get 
away. ” 


Militia from Country. 

Six companies of militia from the coun- 
try will be rushed here by special train 
On orders which will probably be issued 
tomorrow morning. 

A force of eighteen companies of eighty 
men each of citizen soldiery has been 
formed very quictly, and they can be 
relied on to answer any call. . 

Negotiations did not cease altogether 
with the rejection of the 20 cents and 
ten hours proposition. The governor 
presented it to them again with a guar- 
antee from the New Orleans Railways 
Company to reinstate all the old em- 
ployees. At midnight the car men’s 
committee was still considering it. 

The labor presidents tonight adopted a 
resolution suggesting that the whole 
controversy be submitted to arbitration. 
This was done with the approval of the 
car men. 

The railways company will not consent 
to the arbitration of the question of 
wages. f

GOVERNOR ODELL LASHES © 


STUBBORN COAL BARONS 
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GOVERNOR ODELL, OF NEW YORK, 
Who Gave Some Straight Talk to the Coal Barons. 
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Irritated by the Stutbornness of the Coal Barons, 
Governor Odell, of Ne York, Gives Th em 
Some Very Plain: Talk. 


New York, October 10.—‘‘What do you 
mean by politicians? I want you and 
all the other operators to understand 
that I am the governor of New ‘York, 
the chosen representative of* seven mil- 
lion people, and that I am here in this 
matter solely in that capacity and to 
relieve if possible an intolerable situa- 
tion. And what is more, I intend to 
use every power at my command to do 
“°° 

Governor Odell made this statement to- 
day to President Baer, of the Reading 
road, in the presence of United States 
Senators Platt, of New York, and Quay 
and Penrose; of Pennsylvania. It was 


_the- culmination: of a rather. heated in- 


terview in the office of Senator Platt 
and the result of the meeting between 
Governor Odell and President, Baer. 

Mr. Baer was not in the best of humor, 
when accompanied by E. B. Thomas, 
chairnian of the board of directors of the 
Erie railroad, he entered Senator Platt’s 
office. The conference was begun by a 
statement made by Senator Penrose that 
the situation was’ becoming so serious 
that some’ solution must be found at 
once. He suggested that the operators 
should incline to some concessions to- 
ward a settlement. 

Odell at White Heat. 

“If you mean by that,” said President 
Baer, ‘‘that we are to recognize the ex- 
{stence 6% a labor union, I tell you right 
now that the operators will consider no 
such Proposition.’’ 

Governor Odell was on his feet in an 
instant. Holding a half burnt cigar in 
his hand and white with excitement, he 
said: 

“Are we to understand that no kind 


yor conciliatory’ proposition will receive 


consideration at the hands of the op- 
erators?’’ 

‘T did not say that,’’ answered Mr. 
Baer, “but I do say, and I reiterate, 
that we will not accept political advice 
or allow the interference of politicians 
in this, our-affair.”’ 

Then it was that Governor Odell made 
the statement attributed to him at the 
beginning of this article. 

President Baer, evidently appreciating 
that he had gone too far, bowed to Gov- 
ernor Odell and said: 

“Governor, I beg your pardon. No 
personal affront was intended, and we 
will listen to any suggestions you may 
have to make; but again I repeat that I 


must refuse to recognize the union 4s. 


represented by Mr. Mitchell.”’ 

“T believe,’’ said the governor. ‘‘that 
your position, from a public view, ts ab- 
solutely untenable. If coal operators, 
railroad men and other business men 
can combine for mutual profit and pro- 
tection, there is no reason why laboring 
men should not.”’ 

Must Recognize Union. 

“What is the proposition?” said Mr. 
Baer, coldly. 

“Just this,” said Governor Odell. “I 
am sure that the labor organization of 
which Mr. Mitchell is head desires him 
to be fair with the general public. If 
the operators will consent to give the 
men 5 cents a ton increase I wil per- 
sonally present it to the miners, ang I 


believe they will accept it. It is a fair 


proposition.”’ 

“Does this mean, Governor Odell, that 
We are to recognize the miners’ union?’ 
Mr. Baer asked. 

“It certainly does,’ answere@ Governor 
Odell quickly, “‘and there is no reason 
why you should not.” . 

Mr. Baer and Mr. Thomas rose to £0, 
Mr. Thomas remarking that the matter 
would be presented to the other opera- 
tors and that an early answer would be 
forthcoming. Mr. Baer said: “We are to 
meet a committee of the manufacturers’

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Initaled by Daer's Sneer at 
Politicians New York's Execu- 
live Strikes Out, 


UPERATORS ARE TOLD 
THAT THEY ARE UNFAIR 


And That Reasonable Offer Has Beey 
Made by Strikers—The Strike 
Seems To Be as Far from 
a Settlement as 
Ever. 


New York, October 10.—After two days 
of conference between the anthracite 


coal mine operators on one side and 
the governor and senior senator of New 
York and the two senators from Penn- 
sylvania on the other, the strike of the 
United Mine Workers of America is ap- 
parently as far from a settlement as the 
day it was declared. 

Governor Odell laid before the operators 
today the proposition that if they would 
concede to the miners an advance. of 6 
cents a ton in the price paid for mining 
coal he would promise that the miners 
would resume work.

BURN BRICKS _ 
‘SOAKED IN OIL 


Fuel Famine Being Relieved 
in a Novel Way at 
Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., October 
cial.)—Bricks bid fair to rival coal as a 
fuel in this city. Thousands of persons 
are already burning bricks soaked in 
coal oil, and at nearly every brick yard 
in the city {t was reported that several 
wagon loads of bricks had been sold in 
lots of eight to twenty to each person. 

This innovation, which may in a large 
measure relieve the coal famine in this 
city, is the result of the invention of a 
woman. She told an otl wagon man 
how to burn bricks and he told his cus- 
tomers. Experiments have proved the 
value of her discovery. One large porous 
brick soaked all night in coal oj! will 
burn brilliantly for over two hours, and 
if placed in the fire pot of a kitchen 
range will furnish sufficient heat to 
cook a meal. 

Persons who have made the experi- 
ment are delighted, and many of them 
say they shall continue to burn ofl in 
this way in their cooking .ranges even 
after the coal strike is ended.

Letter to Roosevelt. 
“New York, October 8, 1902.—To the 
President of the United States. Sir: 
Upon June 7 last I had the honor. to

“In the Weber case, too, the court 
said: 

“It is hardly open to serious ques- 
tion that the ultimate purpose of the 
union is not legal.’ Some question has, 
however, been made whether the na- 
tional government has power to. take 
action against it on that account and J, 
therefore, desire to respectfully submit 
some considerations which seem to es- 
tablish that it has such power. 

“The statute of July 2, 18090, generally 
known as the Sherman act, provides that 
‘every contract, eombination in the form 
of trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in 
restraint of trade or commerce améng 
the several states .or- with foreign na- 
tions is hereby declared to be illegal.’ 

“Commerce among the states begins 
when the subjects. thereof begin to move 
to their place of destination and ends 
when they. are sold»: The question, there- 
fore, is whether the nfne workers’ com- 
bination. constitytes a §restrdint upon 
such commerce; ‘The view that it’does not 
is based upon,;the contention that. this 
combination ..affeets only production of 
cecal within the states and not shipments 
of coal from one, state to another. It is 
submitted :that..this distinction is -with- 
out foundation jn the.law or in the 
facts. | 

“The authority in support of this view 
upon which reliance is principally placed 
is the case of the United States v. D. C. 
Knight Company, 155 U. S.. In tnat oase 


had been united to one organization. The. 
court: held that this consolidation..of in- 
terests did not come within the statute 
because it affected merely the process.of 
manufacture and had no necessary ef- 
fect upon the shipment of manufactured 
product out of the state. .It will be seen 
that these facts were widely different 
from those involved in the present case. 
Supply of Coal. : 

“The supply of oval for thé country is 
the most important interstate commerce. 
The united miners’ association consists 
of a combination of persons employed in 
the production of coal in many states 
of the union. Its object and effect are 
to control the terms upon whith this 
subject of interstate commerce may be 
produced at-all, either for state.or inter- 
state shipments. Its direct and neces- 
sary effect is that no coal shall be 
shipped. anywhere within the country 
until it so permits. This combination, 
therefore, not merely restrains but de- 
stroys interstate commerce of the gen- 
eral public interest and’ importance. No 
more effective or radical restraint of in- 
terstate commerce could be imagined. 
The Delaware and Hudson Company was 
chartered by the state of New York 
on April 28, 1823, for the purpose, as ex- 
pressed in its charter, of furnishing to 
the state of New York a supply of coal 
found in the state of Pennsylvania. As 
the result of the mine workers’ organiza- 
tion this interstate commerce of this 
corporation has been for the time being 
in great part destroyed. Obviously a 
combination which has this direct effect 
upon an established interstate business 
is in every sense a restraint thereon. 

“Accordingly, since the Knight case, 
it has been settled that combinations 
which had the effect of réstraining ship- 
ments out of the state are within the 
prohibition of the statute, ° 

Combination of Miners. 

“As alféady gaid,.the mine workers’ 
combination does not merely. restrain 
interstate commerce, but absolutely de- 
stroys it. Can it be seriously claimed 
that while a combination which restrains 
shipments out of a state will be legal, 
that one which-absolutely prevents them 
would not? Manifestly the greater in- 
cludes the less, and a combination 
which directly and immediately destroys 
interstate commerce by preventing the 
existence of itg subject matter is. quite 
as illegal] as one which merely restrains 
the shipments of such out of the state. 
Otherwise, a combination which re- 
Strained interstate commerce would be 
unlawful, while one which déstroyed it 
would be beyond the reach of the law. 
It fs submitted that the national juris- 
diction is subject to no such limitation. 

“It. seems clear, therefore, that a suit 
would He against the members of the 
United Mine Workers’. Association as a 
combination in restraint of interstate 
commerce within the act of July 2, 1890, 
and that a preliminary injunction’ should 
be granted which could be enforced by 
all the powers of the nationa] govern- 
ment, This precise course wag followed 
in the Devs case and was supported 
by the courts, not merely on account of 
interference in the’ matiis, but algo on 
the ground of restraint of shipments 
from one state to another. It is’ stb- 
mitted that this course would be proper 
in the present case.

Pittsburg, Pa., October 10.—While la- 
boring under mental aberration, the re 
sult of the strain of perfecting an ap- 
pliance for @ patent on an air brake, which 
ere pending in Washington, Charlies Caw- 
ley, a 17-year-old boy, of Homestead, Pa., 
cerly todey Kilfed his mother and one sis- 
ter, and seriously injured four other 
children.

Dressed and Began Killing. 

Some time about 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing Charles qutetiy arossa and, dressing 
himself, but not putting on his shoes, 
crept down fo the cellar and secured an 
ax. Coming upS8tairs, he went into his 
mother’s room, wheré the victims wera 
all sleeping. After turning up the light 
the maniac approached his mother’s bed- 
side, swung the ax high in the air and 
brougnt it down with such force that the 
Skull was crushed.

amicable settlement, or arrange the basis

sidered, however, that the terms offered 
in President Marroquin’s amnesty decree 
were liberal. 

Admiral Casey is studying the terms 
which the government offered and in a 
day or two will send a communication to 
General Herrera, the revolutionary com- 
mander, expressing his.. views of the 
situation and will propose that the gen- 
eral hold a conference with General Sala- 
zar, the government commander. 

Regarding his refusal. to allow. the Co- 
iombjan government to transport troops 
on the railroad, the admiral said the 
United States had taken this action in 
order to maintain free transit. He knew 
General Herrera would not dare to in- 
terfere with trains flying. the American 
fiag, but he thought that if the govern- 
ment was permitted to transport troops 
or war material along the line it would 
be provoking to the revolutionists and 
might cause an interruption of traffic. 

Admiral Casey will not allow General 
Herrera to bombard Panama, and it is 
asserted that if the revolutionary gunboat 
Padilla comes within a limit assigned by 
the American admiral the latter will sink 
her. 

Colombia Makes Protest. 

Washington, October 10.—The Colom- 
bian government, on complaint of General 
Salazar, in command of its forces on the 
isthmus, has remonstrated with the 
United States minister at Bogota re- 
specting Admiral Casey’s reported re- 
fusal to allow troops and munitions of 
war to cross the isthmus. The Colombian 
government said it did not see how it 
could suppress the rebéllion if it were not 
allowed to move troops freely in its own 
territory. 

The Colombian government has been 
assured in a courteous manner that the 
United States government has no inten- 
tion of trenching en -Colombian sover- 
eignty, which it has/guaranteed by. spe- 
cial treaty provision.Admiral Casey was 
informed that what hé-had done was still 
approved, but was reminded that he must 
avoid any infringement of Colombian 
sovereignty unless he was positively 
obliged to do so to protect the railroad. 

Rebel Gunboat Waiting. 

San Francisco, October 10.—Officers of 
the steamer Acapulco, which has arrived 
here from southern ports, state that they 
saw the Colombian revolutionist gunboat 
Padilla at a point about 20 miles below 
Punta Arenas, Costa Rica, hove to, and 
apparently lying in wait for the Poas, 
which was some time ago purchased from 
the Porto Ricans by the Colombian gov- 
ernment for use as a warship. The Poas 
is reported to be a vessel of about 1,200 
tons register, but is not armed, She has 
expected to go to Panama to be furnish- 
¢d with quick firing guns. Like the offi- 
cers of the City of Sydney, which arrived 
here a week ago, the officers of the Aca- 
pulco have a high opinion of the gunboat 
Padilla and express the opinion that she 
is more than a match for the government 
gunboat now on the way to Panama from 
this port. 
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EIGHT SERVIANS ARE KILLED. 


Conflicts Are Reported Near Kumno- 
ro, in European Turkey. 
Belgrade, October 10.—Servian ‘officials 
have received information of a conflict 
near Kumnovo, Europeen Turkey, be- 
tween Servians and Arnauts, n which 
eight Servians were killed. Minor conflicts 
between Albanians and Servians are also 
reported. Newspapers pullished here say 
that Arnauts have penetrated into Ser- 
vian territory through the -Koparnik 
mountains. They were repulsed and three 

of their number were killed.

The St. Louis Exposition. 

Professor Selim’H,. Peabody, superin- 
tendent of liberal arts at the Pan-Ameri- 
can exposition, and also the Louisiana 
purchase exposition, made a very in- 
teresting address concerning the latter 
exposition to be held at St. Louis. 

He said in part:

In 
the products of the soil and the ‘mineral 
wealth of the country there is a yast store 
house to draw from to demonstrate our 
great natural resources, In securing the 
proper exhibits that show these resources 
the farmers can render great aid,” 

On President’s Address, 

George M. Whitaker, chairman of the 
committee on press, submitted the fol- 
lowing report on the annual address of 
President Flanders, of the congress: 

“President Flanders has touched an 
important thought in his address and 
we heartily commend it to the’ careful 
consideration of the congress.

The abundance of other 
national agricultural associations—each 
with its specialty—has given rise to the 
query: Why the National Farmers’ Con- 
gress? What is its distinctive field? But 
none of these other associations can give 
especial attention to the great economic, 
social and legislative problems cdnnect- 
ed with the distribution of agricultural 
products. Here is an opportunity for the 
Farmers’ National Congress. Here is @ 
line of work in which it can have an 
individuality and an important field pe- 
culiar to itself. The programme for this 
session meets our commendation,  be- 
cause it has an idea in mind. And we 
recommend that the congress commit 
itself td this distinctive policy and em- 
phatically advertise Yts intention of so 
doing.”’

Negro Is Hanged at Elberton 
for Assault

Thousands See Body of Henry Jones 
as It Dangled at End of Rope. 
Quick Trial by Court Is 
Commended—Was No 
Demonstration.

Elverton, Ga., October 10.—(Special.)— 

Henry Jones, colored, was executed this 
afternoon in the presence of thousands of 
men and women for an assault upon a 
white woman in this county. 
“The drop fell at 1:07 o'clock and in 
about twenty minutes he was pronounced 
dead by the attending physicians. Death 
was cauSed by strangulation, the body 
having caught on the trap door, from 
where it was released by the officers. 

The negro was hanged in a valley near 
town, the hill sides affording a good posi- 
tien for the curious who had assembled 
to witness the execution. He appeared 
to be somewhat dazed as he ascended the 
steps of the scaffold and declined to make 
any statement except that he was inno- 
eent. 

Histery of the Crime. ) 

At the last September court Jones was 
tried upon the charge, of assaulting an 
estimable white woman of this com- 
munity, who beiongs to one of the largest 
and best families in the county. Soon 
after the deed the husband and friends 
were scouring the community for the 
culprit. Bloodhounds were obtained and 
placed on the track. They ran it to the 
door of Henry Jones. He was taken in 
charge, when it was found that his tracks 
fitted the track the dogs had run, and 
that he had mud on his feet. A deformed 
toe of Jones’ also tallied with the track 
which indicated some such deformity. He 
was carried before the victim, who identi- 
fied him as her assailant. Sheriff McIn- 
,_ tosh took charge of him and soon had 
him on the train bound for Atlanta, 
where he was kept unti] his trial. During 
the trial hs was guarded by the militia, a 
part of the time in a pouring rain. 

At the trial counse] was appointed to 
defend the prisoner, his defense being 
not guilty and an alibi. The jury was 
out only a few minutes when it returned 
a verdict of guilty and very promptly 
Judge Holden sentenced him to be hanged 
today. 

Colonel G. C. Grogan, one of the at- 
torneys appointed to cefend him, went 
before the pardon board and endeavored 
to get the sentence of death commuted 
to life imprisonment. Failing in this, he 
asked the governor to interfere, but the 
rovernor declined and today Jones paid 
the nenalty with his life.

Sloss-Sheffield Company and 
Miners Reach Agreement 


All Satisfied with Terms and Other 
Operators in District Will Take 
Same Action — Only One 
Company Now Has Any 
Trouble. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 1)—President 
J. C. Maben, of the Sloss Sheffield Coal 
and Iron Company, in confirmation of 


‘he reported settlement with the miners, 


said today: 

“Yes, it is true that a satisfactory ad- 
justment has been made with the United 
Mine Workers. We are al] satisfied with 
the agreement reached.’’ 

With an agreement signed by the Sloss 
company and the mine wérkers the gen- 
era] presumption seems to be now that 
the suspension of work will only extend 
to the properties of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad Company.

J. 3. Hagedorn & Co., which has flourish- 
ed, and is today one of West Point's 
most substantial business houses. In 1883 
he bought the Royal Shirt Manufactur- 
ing Company’s plant in Philadelphia and 
moved his family there, where they have 
since: resided. He still retained his in- 
terest in his business here, and was iden- 
tified with a number of other enterprises 
in West Point. His death is mourned by 
everyone here, Knowing him to have 
been an honorable, upright gentleman, 
and one who commanded the respect and 
admiration of all. 

His remains. will be brought to this 
country and interred in Philadelphia. He 
was a member .of the local lodges of the 
Masons, Knights of Honor and Knights 
of Pythias.

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INSANE CONVICT 
TRIES SUICIDE 


Three Attempts To Kill Him- 
self Made By S. J. Fleming 
in Mississippi, 


JUMPED FROM TRAIN 
BUT WILL GET WELL 


Bigamist Will Doubtless Be Sent to 
Hospital for Insane Instead of 
Penitentiary—He Is Being 
Closely Watched—Other 
News Notes. 


Jackson, Miss., October 10.—(Special.)— 
S. J. Fleming, the bigamist convict who 
attempted to commit suicide about ten 
days ago by jumping from a Queen and 
Crescent passenger train running at the 
rate of 60 miles per hour, is recovering 
from his injuries, but the prison physi- 
clan states that he has developed a de- 
cided form of insanity and it is probable 
that he will be sent to the insane hos- 
pital for treatment. The prisoner has 
made three attempts at suicide, and he 
is being closely watched to prevent a 
fourth attempt. 

Increase in School Attendance. 

State Superintendent - of Education 
Whitfield estimates that the number of 
educable children in Mississippi has in- 
creased from 20,000. to 2%,000 during the 
past year.

a day; patrol wagcn men, $2.16 2-3 a day; 
_patrolmen at Grant park, $2 a day; Oak- 
land cemetery guards, $2 a day; recorder’s 
court bailiff. $2 a day; patrolmen, 
$2.162-3 a day; mounted men, $2.162-3 a 
day, and turnkeys, $2.162-3 a day. 

Patrolmen are now paid $2 a day and 
the increase would mean a monthly sal- 
ary of $65 for them. The chief now gets 
$2,200, and his increase would be $200 in a 
year, while the captains would each re- 
ceive $100 more a year under the proposed 
new crdinance.

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FINAL DECREE RENDERED 


Judge Newman’s Final Decision in 
Rubber Tire Case. 


SAMUEL E. FINLEY ENJOINED 


Goodyear Tire Declared To Be In- 
fringement on Grant Patent. 
Finley To Pay Damages, 


Judge William T. Newman, in the 
United States court, yesterday afternoon 
handed down a final decree in the case of 
the Consolidated Rubber Tire Company, 
the Mumford Rubber Tire Company et al., 
against Samuel E. Finley, et al. Judge 
Newman rendered an opinion in the case 
several weeks ago, sustaining the con- 
tentions of the plaintiff. 

Under the decree, the Goodyear rubber 
tire, which Finley has been gelling, is de- 
clared to be an infringement on the Grant 
tire, a patented tire owned by the Con- 
solidated company, and of which the 
Mumford company is the licensee under 
the patent in the southern states. The 
court permanently enjoined Finley from 
selling tires, infringing upon the Grant 
patent, and decreed that ne pay dam- 
ages and profits for past infringements. 
Benjamin H. Hill was appointed masfer 
to hear testimony and report the amount 
Which Finley should pay for past in- 
fringements. 

The court also dismissed the cross Bill 
and temporary restraining order, which 
prevented the Consolidated and Mumford 
companies from proceeding with suits 
agdinst agents of Finley, who have been 
Selling the tire in question. There are a 
humber of such suits in the courts and it 
is announced that a number of others will 
now be instituted. 

The case has been in the courts for 
the past two years. The Consolidated and 
Mumford companies claimed that Finley 
Was selling a tire which ig an infringe- 
ment on their patent and applied for an 
injunction. Suits were also filed against 
a unmber of agents of Finley and the Iiat- 
ter filed a cross bill temporarily enjoin- 
ing the plaintiffs from proceeding with 
these suits.

In connection with his duties 
as investigator he also assisted the tax 
collector between the Ist and 10th of each 
month when the work in that office was 
heavy. 

The tax collector has to receive all 
money paid for water rent, business li- 
censes and city taxes, and he has long felt 
the need of a second assistant.

Where it is necessary for defendant, in

‘In a recent case the suprem¢ court’ of 
Michigan holds that. where a.commodity 
is purchased on a margin for future de- 
livery under a stipulation with the broker 
that “on all marginal busines the right 
is reserved to close the transaction when 
margins are running out,” the broker 
may sell when the margins are not kept 
good, and is not compelled to carry the 
deal until the time specified for delivery, 
and sue for the loss occasioned by a de- 
cline in price. It is for the jury to de- 
termine, in cages of uncertainty, whether 
a gontract for future delivery is in good 
{faith for an actual sale, or is merely a 
gumbling contract.
